On 3 July 2002, after receiving a specific information 
regarding presence of terrorists in a house in village Chak 
Ichhagoze, District Pulwama (J&K), the targeted house was cordoned 
off by a party of 10 Bn BSF. Constable C, Stanly alongwith 

another Constable was in the process of taking positions at a 
vital point to cover the escape lanes when orie terrorist opened 
heavy volume of fire on them from the top floor. The fire was 
immediately retaliated by both the Constables as a result of 
which, the terrorist shifted his position into a room on the 
ground floor and continued firing. During this exchange of fire, 
Cbnstable C Stanly sustained a bullet injury ,in his right leg. 
Undeterred and without caring for his injury, he continued to 
cover the rear escape route from the house and asked his colleague 
to keep the lane behind the house under effective fire. Meanwhile 
Constable Stanly observed a terrorist jumping out of the house. 
Disregarding his personal safety and the bullet injury, he shifted 
his position and kept on firing in all directions. In order to 
have a clear view of the terrorist, he came out in the open and 
physically covered the escape route of the terrorist. However, in 
the process one bullet fired by the terrorists hit him in the 
stomach. Despite his fatal injury, with all the grit and 
determination, Constable Stanly fired a long burst at the 
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terrorist and killed him on the spot. Constable Stanly then 
collapsed and succumbed to his injuries. 

Constable C. Stanly showed bold initiative, extra-ordinary 
courage and conspicuous bravery in facing the terrorists and made the 
supreme sacrifice. 


2. IC-51821 MAJOR AJAY KOTHIYAL, SC 

4 OAKHWAL KIIMI 

(Effective date of the award: 13 May 2003) 

On being informed by his surveillance detachment regarding 
movement of terrorists, Major Ajay Kothiyal quickly formulated a 
tactical plan to track the movement of terrorists with a party, 
while himself led the ■ strike team by another route, surrounded the 
area into which the terrorists had moved in and stealthily lay in 
wait the whole night. 

At 1100 hours on 13 May 2003, as the terrorists emerged from 
the dhoks, he immediately engaged them. Four terrorists in a 
desperate bid to escape charged toward him firing. Major Ajay 
Kothiyal not caring for his personal safety and displaying raw 
courage, effectively confronted the terrorists, cut off the escape 
route and with accurate fire killed four terrorists. His deft 
planning and surgical execution of the operation led to 
elimination of.the complete group of seven terrorists. 

Major Ajay Kothiyal, SC, displayed presence of mind, raw 
courage, meticulous planning and conspicuous bravery of a high 
order while .fighting the terrorists.

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located at tri-junction of three nations viz. India, Bangladesh 
and Myanmar, 

On 10 January 2003, he was atop his machine doing the 
formation cutting between Km 161 and 162. The stretch of work on 
that day was a tricky one and each forward motion 'of the dozer was 
fraught with danger. with his indomitable courage and fighting 
spirit OEM C Chandra Sekar was tackling that stretch without any 
fear. At one point, the dozer got tilted and started slipping but 
OEM c Chandra Sekar did not desert his machine but with a 
extraordinary presence of mind and operating skill retrieved the 
machine and succeeded in moving it towards the hill side.

On 22 Feb 2003 after receiving intelligence input regarding 
presence of a group of terrorists in Poonch District, Jammu & 
Kashmir Major Kishan Bahadur Gurung rushed with his company 
columns to .intercept the group. His unexpected approach straight 
down the cliff to the suspected area surprised the early warning 
party posted by terrorists, He quickly cordoned the entire area, 
thus preventing them from escaping. He conducted the operation 
with professional maturity, organized the firefight throughout the 
night under adverse weather conditions, maintained strict fire 
control to avoid own casualty due to cross firing. One escape 
attempt by the terrorists was thwarted personally by the officer 
being located at the exit point. Finally, Major Kishan Bahadur 
Gurung disregarding his personal safety charged into one dhok and 
killed four terrorists from an-extremely closevrange.

Rifleman Joseph Hentry was part of the team that had laid 
multiple ambushes cum surveillance in Manipur. At 1400 hours on 
11 March 2003, six to eight heavily armed terrorists in combat 
dress were seen moving. The team rush to the area in two sections 
to block the escape of terrorists. 
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ht 1415 hours, as the terrorists entered the killing area, 
both the sections of the team opened fire, The terroriata taken by 
surprise, tried to flee in different directions by splitting in 
imall groups. At this stage, Rifleman Joseph Hentry observed the 
leading terrorist running across him, Displaying raw courage with 
utter disregard to his personal safety, he jumped in front of the 
terrorist and physically blocked his escape. In the ensuing 
exchange of fire, he killed the terrorist from a close quarters, 
however he himself sustained a burst of automatic fire in his neck 
and head and succumbed to his injuries. In the meantime, other 
team members in a fierce firefight, killed three more terrorists. 
One AK 56 Rifle, one Magazine and 45 rounds, were recovered, 

Rifleman Joseph Hentry, thus, displayed raw courage with 
utter disregard to his personal safety, and made the supreme 
sacrifice of his life to the nation.

(Effective date of the award : 13 Maroh 2003) 

Operator Excavating Machinery G Ramalingam was deployed for 
formation widening between Km 5.00 to Km 17 on Phuentsholing 
Thimpu Highway, which is the life line of BHUTAN connecting the 
capital and other important districts with India, 

The road stretch between Km 5.00 to 17,00 passes through 
middle of a hill slope with loose soil/ boulders. The condition 
of the road is often worsened due to thick fog, incessant rain and 
omni-present leeches in the area. The formation widening proved 
all the more difficult due to unstable geological strata all along 
the road stretch, in view of his vast experience and excellent 
skill, Dozer Operator G Ramalingam was deployed in this area for 
formation widening. 
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On 13 March 2003, while he was engrossed in his work, 
operating the dozer at Km 11,80 for formation widening, a heavy 
slide from upper hill portion started to come down. He was 
cautioned about the slide but absolutely unmindful of his own 
safety, Operator G Ramalingam used the fraction of the time to 
move back the dozer so as to save the costly dozer. But the heavy 
slide came down at a greater velocity and the operator alongwith 
the dozer was buried under the soil. His valiant efforts 
undoubtedly saved the dozer from major dameqes but he could not 
save himself and breathed his last under the landslide. 

Operator Excavating Machinery G Ramalingam, thus, displayed 
exemplary courage, outstanding dedication, unmatched devotion to 
duty and made the supreme sacrifice while performing his duty.

(Effective date of the award : 14 Maroh 2003} 

Lance Naik Gagan Singh was Radio operator of a company which 
had launched search & destroy operation in district Udhampur, Jammu 
a Kashmir. 

On 14 March 2003 at around 1350 hours, own troops noticed 

movement of two terrorists. Stops brought down fire on the fleeing 

terrorists and eliminated one terrorist. The second terrorist made 
an attempt to escape in the thickly wooded forest but Lance Naik 
Gagan Singh alongwith Company Commander chased the fleeing 

terrorist. The terrorist opened heavy volley of fire on thdm. 

Sensing danger to his company commander and other comrades, Lance 
Naik Gagan Singh pinned down the terrorist with effective fire but 
sustained* gun shot wound on his left leg. Inspite of being injured 
he chased and spotted the terrorist hiding behind the boulders. He 
crawled for about 10 meters, reached a position of advantage and 
with unflinching courage killed the terrorist. In the ensuing 
fire-fight, he sustained> second gun shot wound on lower bj&ck.

(Effective date of the award : 02 April 2003) 

On 02 April 2003 Major Ranjan Chengappa was the column 
commander of search columns, During the search operations the 
officer detected a group of four te&orists hiding in the cover of 
bushes and fallen tree. Major Ranjan Chengappa displaying 
excellent minor tactics and presence of mind took cover behind a 
tree, brought down accurate fire thus eliminating one terrorist 
immediately. Th$, terrorists retaliated by bringing down heavy 
volume of fire on the officer. Unmindful of personal safety and 
displaying raw courage, outstanding leadership and professional 
acumen the officer crawled to a boulder near the group and 
lobbed two grenades thus eliminating two more terrorists. All the 
four hardcore terrorists including the Gp. Commander of the 
terrorist organization were killed in the Operation, 

Major Ranjan Chengappa displayed raw courage, presence of mind, 
leadership and professionalism in fighting the terrorists, 

10. 3927684 NAIK FARXAIH CHAMP CHOHAN 

3 DOOAA 

(Effective date of the award ; 09 April 2003) 

On 09 April 2003, Naik Parkash Chand Chohan was part of a 
search party in the general area in Rajouri District of Jammu & 
Kashmir. At around 0935 hours, Parkash established contact with 
two terrorists hiding behind huge boulders. He received a gun shot 
wound in t’he initial firefight with the terrorists. Although being 
grievously injured and bleeding profusely, he refused to break 
contact and continued to engage the hiding terrorists. Under 
covering fir© provided by his buddy, Naik Parkash Chand Chohan 
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crawled close to the hiding place of the terrorists and lobbed 
grenades. The terrorists continued to fire. Finally he moved out 
of his cover and charged at the hiding terrorists firing from his 
personal weapon. The two awestruck terrorists were eliminated but 
in the exchange of fire he received two more gun shot wounds. He 
allowed his evacuation only aftefc accomplishing his mission. 

Naik Parkash Chand Chohan displayed exemplary courage, bravery 
and devotion to duty in complete disregard to personal safety in 
eliminating the terrorists. 

11. 13763702 PARATROOPER DALIP SINGH 

9 PARA(SPECIAL FORCES) 

(Effective date of the award : 12 April 2003) 

Paratrooper Dalip Singh was member of a team of a Battalion 
of the Parachute Regiment, during operation conducted in general 
area of Poonch District, J&K. 

From his position in the ambush at approximately 1900 hours 
Paratrooper Dalip Singh noticed movement of three terrorists 
moving 400 meters east. Realising that the terrorists were 
getting away Paratrooper Dalip Singh displaying aggressive spirit 
and initiative immediately set off with his buddy to trap the 
terrorists. Paratrooper Dalip Singh asked his buddy to deploy and 
cover his movement and in a swift bold action, making excellent 
use of ground closed in intercepting the group of terrorists and 
shot dead two of the group in a close quarter battle. Displaying 
exceptional courage and with utter disregard to his personal 
safety Paratrooper Dalip Singh chased another fleeing terrorist 
who was firing indiscriminately and killed him also at very close 
quarters. 

Paratrooper Dalip Singh displayed exceptional gallantry, 
great presence of mind, initiative and least concern for his 
personal safety and single-handedly eliminated three foreign 
terrorists. 
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12. 4193303 SEPOY MAMWDAA SINQH 

8 KTJHAON 

(Effective date of the award : 14 April 2003) 

On 14 April 2003, Sepoy Narendra Singh was buddy of the 

ambush party commander. At 0430 hours, the scouts of the ambush 

party noticed movement of S to 10 persons along the track. When 

these persons were in close range they were challenged by the 

party's second in command. The terrorists opened indiscriminate 

fire and fierce fire fight ensued in which two terrorists were 

shot dead. Meanwhile two terrorists were spotted attempting to 

escape and Sepoy Narendra Singh alongwith his Party Commander 

immediately chased the terrorists unmindful of the heavy volume of 

fire being* brought upon him. While Party Commander engaged and 

killed one terrorist, Sepoy Narendra Singh started chasing the 

other, closed in with him and shot him dead from extremely close 

range. The successful operation led to the recovery of the large 

number of arms and ammunitions.

Sepoy Narendra Singh, thus, showed offensive spirit, 

initiative, conspicuous and seilf'less act of gallantry while 
fighting the terrorists.

(Effective date of the award : 22 April 2003) 

On 22 April 2003, a cordon and search operation was being 

conducted in a village in northern sector. House to house search 
was on. When Grenadier Yashpal Singh and his buddy moved forward 
to search a particular house, a terrorist rushed out from a 
cowshed, firing indiscriminately at Grenadier Yashpal Singh from 
point blank range and tried to escape. While the Bullet Proof 
Jacket stopped most of the burst, one bullet entered the upper 
chest on getting deflected from the top edge of the plate. 
Grenadier Yashpal Singh though wounded grievously chased him 
staggeringly and shot him dead.

On 04 May 2003, at 2000 hours, based on the specific 
information regarding some terrorists moving down South towards 
Meghalaya through general- area, the Company Commander immediately 
formulated a plan to trap the terrorists in an ambush. Lance Naik 
Harmail Singh was to lead the lookout party. 

At 2300 hours, Lance Naik Harmail Singh, who was alert, 
noticed two terrorists moving through the dense undergrowth 
approximately 100 metres East of ambush party. Without wasting a 
moment, Lance Naik Harmail Singh immediately informed the party 
commander through a pre-designated signal about this movement. He 
along with his Company Commander and three ORs moved towards the 
terrorists to cut off their route. On being challenged, the 
terrorists immediately opened fire indiscriminately and lobbed 
grenades whilst taking cover of the dense foliage and broken 
ground. The party commander ordered for 51 mm Bore illumination to 
bring down effective fire on the terrorists. As soon as the area 
was illuminated, Lance Naik Harmail Singh noticed the two 
terrorists attempting to withdraw and flee. Unmindful of personal 
safety and showing dogged courage, he jumped out of the cover, and 
with utter disregard to the heavy volume of fire being brought upon 
him, rushed close to the terrorists and shot down both the 
terrorists after a fierce fire fight at extremely close quarters.

{Effective date of the award : 09 Hay 2003) 

Based on specific input regarding movement of terrorists in 
general area, Maj Lakshman Singh Chauhan led a patrol. At 0820 
hours on 09 May 2003 the leading scout spotted a group of four to 
five terrorists moving. On being challenged the terrorists opened 
heavy volume of fire on own troops and lobbed grenades. The heavy 
firefight and continuous manoeuvre continued for 50 minutes during 
which Maj Lakshman Singh Chauhan displaying exceptional courage, 
severely injured three terrorists, in a fierce fire fight at 

perilously close range. One of these terrorists succumbed to his

injuries and another terrorist was killed by his buddy. 

In a similar display of dynamic leadership and courage, Maj 
Lakshman Singh, in another operation, personally shot down two 

terrorists who were in the process of laying IEDs on a wooden 

bridge on the road. This saved the lives and material of numerous 
Security Forces personnel who would probably have suffered due to 
the IED being exploded at a later stage.

(Effective date of the award : 22 May 2003) 

As a part of a Counter Terrorist Operation on 22 May 2003

Capt Krishan Yadav was Stop Party Commander. On being fired upon, 
twelve terrorists armed with automatic weapons ran and hid behind 
boulders. Capt Krishan Yadav saw qrc' of four terrorists firing 
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from a formidable position pinning down own stop No 1, to 
facilitate escape of others. Realising the need to eliminate this 
group, the officer alongwith his buddy crawled hundred meters, 
closed on and undeterred by heavy automatic fire, killed three 
terrorists point blank, while the fourth one was killed by his 
buddy. 

Inspired by the brave action of Capt Krishan Yadav the 
combined actions of other stop parties resulted in elimination of 
twelve terrorists and recovery of nine AK rifles, three Pistols 
and a huge quantity of ammunition and explosives.

During cordon and search operation in a village in Kupwara 
District of Jammu & Kashmir on 11 Jun 2003, Hav Sube Singh's 
p-i;::y, wh i.1 e carrying out the search of a house, suddenly came 
, 1 ’jucl very effective fire from an underground hideout within 
the house. Realising the safety of his comrades at stake Hav Sube 
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Singh with utter disregard to .his safety, crawled close to the 
narrow opening of the hideout from which fire was coming and 
lobbed smoke and high explosive grenades killing two of the four 
terrorists inside the hideout itself. The third terrorist who 
tried to come out of the hideout was also shot by him at close 
range.

On 17 June 2003, based on a specific input a search and 
destroy operation was launched in Pulwana District in Jammu & 
Kashmir. At around 1600 hours Naib Subedar Alisahib Jafherson 
'cordoned off a group of houses where presence of two terrorists was 
reported. Realising that they have been surrounded from all sides 
the terrorists tried to sneak out from one of the houses Naib 
Subedar Alisahib Jafherson immediately brought down accurate aimed 
fire at close range killing one of the terrorist on the spot.

21. 9096831 RIFLEMEN JAVID AHMAD KHANDAY 

JAMMU & KASHMIR LIGHT INFANTRY/4 6 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective^date of the award : 18 June 2003) 

Rifleman Javid Ahmad Khanday operated as a contact man of the 
unit covert group. On 18 June 2003 under extreme danger of being 
• caught in the cross fire of the terrorists and own fire, he lured 
a terrorist group into the killing ground, where they were 
ambushed. In the ensuing fire-fight, in spite of sustaining 
multiple splinter injuries. Rifleman Javid Ahmad Khanday adopted a 
stop position for the ambush and shot one terrorist at point blank 
range fatally injuring him. He eliminated one terrorist and was 
directly responsible for the elimination of the other. 

Rifleman Javid Ahmad Khanday displayed extraordinary presence 
of mind, conspicuous gallantry while fighting the terrorists. 

22. SS-36831 MAJOR RAKESH SHARMA 

ARTILLERY/18 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 25 June 2003) 

Major Rakesh Sharma was the company commander of a Post in 
Northern Sector. On 25 June 2003 the officer after gaining 
information about the presence of terrorists, meticulously planned 
an ambush in a nearby village. Displaying ingenuity and 
maintaining surprise the officer stealthily placed stops and 
effectively sealed the area. While leading the party to cordon 
the house, he suddenly came face to face with the terrorists 
coming out of the house. The officer kept cool and in swift 
action shot dead two terrorists. The fire-fight ensued in total 
darkness. The officer using initiative and with utter disregard 
to own safety crawled to close in with the terrorists.

On 26 June 2003 at about 1950 hours the inner cordon 
consisting of Rifleman Davinder Singh came under intense and 
effective automatic and grenade fire from terrorists occupying a * 
house. Rifleman Davinder Singh silently crawled up to the window ; 
of the house and lobbed a grenade inside. Four terrorists charged ' 
out of the house firing indiscriminately at. the stops. Realising: 
the gravity of the situation, in a swift action, displaying i 
indomitable spirit. Rifleman Davinder Singh jumped out from cover r 
at one 1 s peril and engaged the terrorists in a fierce combat 
killing one. Despite the adverse situation, he repeatedly exposed 
himself to terrorists' fire with utter disregard to personal 
safety. The brave soldier was hit by a burst on his right arm and 
chest. Though profusely bleeding and sinking,* he remained mentally 
alert and displaying conspicuous courage beyond call of duty he 
charged towards the terrorists, sprayed the area with his personal 
weapon, '.killing another terrorist. Another bullet got embedded in 
the barrel of his weapon thus jamming the weapon. With utter 
disregard to his own life he grappled with the third terrorist and 
in a dare devil hand to hand duel, snatched the terrorist’s weapon 
and shot him at point blank range in a super human effort. 
Although unable to move, he called his buddy and directed him to 
eliminate the fourth terrorist. The gallant soldier achieved 
martyrdom soon after. 
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Rifleman Davinder Singh displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
initiative and bold action unmindful of his personal safety in 
fighting with the terrorists and made the supreme sacrifice.

Operator Excavating Machinery Satheesan N and MT/DVR 
Malbinder Singh were deployed for maintenance and improvement of 
road on Jawaharlal Nehru Marg in East district of Sikkim. 

On 26 th June 2003 after returning from day's work at around 
1700 Hrs, they were informed about the road block and active 
slides at 2 places between Km 21-23 on Jawaharlal Nehru Road. It * 
was raining heavily and the visibility was poor due to fog. OEM , 

Satheesan N alongwith MT/DVR Malabinder Singh without caring for ! t 
the day's fatigue from hard work immediately proceeded with his 
JCB for clearance of the slide. The trouble spot was still active 
with slush and rolling boulders coming down the hill slope. OEM 
Satheesan N and MT/DVR Malbinder Singh worked relentlessly without 
caring for their own safety and cleared the slide to ensure that 
the stranded vehicles and passengers are able to cross the slide. 

When the clearance of slide was in final stage, after 
evacuating all stranded vehicles/passengers, there was flash flood 
in the Nallah with boulders. It caught the JCB, its operator OEM 
Satheesan N and MT/DVR Malbinder Singh unaware and presumbly swept 
away all the three alongwith it into steep valley down hill 
resulting in the instant death of the Operator and fatal injuries 
to MT/DVR Malbinder Singh, who succumbed to injuries while being

Subedar Jeet Singh was operating as a search party commander 
in Pulwama District of Jammu & Kashmir. 

During the search at 1500 hours on 29 June 2003, the search 
party, drew heavy volume of fire from terrorists hiding in the 
nearby Nala. Subedar Jeet Singh quickly reorganized his party and 
placed a tight cordon blocking the escape routes from the South 
West direction. Thereafter, he moved ahead with his buddy, closed 
in on the terrorist and shot dead one terrorist at close quarters. 
In the meantime another terrorist hiding in the hay stack hurled a 
grenade towards him, thus wounding him in the lower abdomen. 
Though partially paralysed. Sub Jeet Singh, unmindful of his own 
safety, displaying raw courage, grit and determination, charged 

onto the terrorist eliminated him at point blank range. 
Thereafter, he succumbed to his injuries. 

Subedar Jeet Singh displayed raw courage, dogged

sacrifice in eliminating the terrorists. 

27. 1052459 MAJOR SURINDER HORA, SM 

MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY, 17 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 28 July 2003) 

On receiving information about presence of terrorists in 

general area in Banihal District, Jammu & Kashmir, Maj Surinder 
Hora planned and led an operation to eliminate terrorists. 

On 28 July 2003 at 1300 hours, sensing some movement about 
150 meters away, Maj Surinder Hora stealthily crawled forward with 
his buddy. They suddenly came face to face with a group of 

terrorists just 15 meters away, Maj Surinder Hora immediately 
opened fire and killed one terrorist. The terrorists retaliated 
with heavy fire -and hurled grenades at Maj Surinder Hora. Under 
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heavy volume of fire, he crawled forward, killed the second 
terrorist and injured the third terrorist at 10 meters who 
suddenly charged at him in a suicidal move. Displaying nerves of 
steel he ducked and catight the - barrel of the terrorist's weapon 
who fired. The burst hit Maj Surinder Hora in both legs. Despite 
being hit, he continued grappling with the terrorist, wrested away 
his weapon and shot him dead. 

Maj Surinder Hora, thus, displayed aggressive spirit, 
presence of mind and indomitable courage in killing three 
terrorists. 

28. IC-45642 LIEUTENANT COLONEL REDDY VENK&TESHA 

9 JAT 

(Effective date of the award : 18 Sept 2003) 

Lt. Col. Reddy Venkatesha was Second-in-Command of a Jat 
Regiment Unit deployed on the line of control in Naoshera Sector. 
On 18 th September 2003, strong enemy force attempted raid on own 
post in Naoshera Sector. Displaying extraordinary bravery and 
disregard for heavy enemy fire, Lt Col Reddy Venkatesha quickly 
assembled a fire support group and'leading from the front closed 
in to neutralize raid party. The speed and surprise of fire with 
which enemy was engaged left him absolutely shocked. He moved 
ahead braving the heavy barrage of mortar and artillery fire, 
directing his fire support group resulting in killing of one enemy 
soldier and destruction of two enemy bunkers across the line of 
control, being used as fire base. This display of courage under 
heavy fire motivated the support group to disregard danger and 
devastate the enemy allowing own Quick Reaction Team to destroy 
and force the enemy to retreat. His outstanding gallantry 
resulted in killing of eight enemy soldiers and foiling enemy raid 
by breaking enemy will to fight. 

Lt Col Reddy Venkatesha displayed outstanding boldness, 
unparalleled aggressiveness and exemplary courage in fighting the 

terrorists. 
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29. IC-57219 MAJOR UDAI SINGH, SM 

22 PARA(SPECIAL FORCES) (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 29 Nov 2003) 

Major Udai Singh had developed a comprehensive schedule to 
demolish the intelligence and logistics network being provided to 
the terrorists by the Over Ground Workers in the general area in 
Rajouri District of Jammu & Kashmir. The officer commenced 
operations by launching a search and destroy operation in the 
general area at 0300 hours on 29 Nov 2003. The team physically 
reconnoitered the thickly forested area. At 1745 hours, in fading 
light, when the officer was leading his team to lay an ambush, the 
party suddenly came face to face with a group of terrorists who 
were approaching from higher ground at a close range of 10 metres. 
During the deadly firefight that ensued, the officer sustained Gun 
Shot wound in the neck, while his buddy sustained multiple gun 
shot wounds. Displaying extraordinary courage, in utter disregard 
to personal safety, the officer continued to close in with the 
terrorists, killed one terrorist and wounding another. Major Udai 
Singh then helped extricating his fatally injured buddy before 
succumbing to his injuries. 

Major Udai Singh displayed indomitable courage and exemplary 
leadership in fighting the terrorists and made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

30. 2252J CONSTABLE RAJ KUMAR 

JAMMU & KASHMIR POLICE (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 02 Jan 2004) 

On 02 January 2004 at 1850 hours two terrorists opened 
indiscriminate fire and lobbed grenade at crowded Jammu railway 
station. On learning about the incident, Quick Reaction Teams of 
Police and Army rushed to the incident site. Constable Raj Kumar 
was part of the police party. 
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■At 2020 hours, a terrorist opened indiscriminate fire at the 
search party. Constable Raj Kumar immediately retaliated and 
asked search party to take position. He himself kept on advancing 
with total disregard to his personal safety and in the process 
sustained multiple gun shot injuries. He fell down on the ground 
and despite being seriously wounded refused to be evacuated and 
indicated the location of terrorist to the Leader of Quick 
Reaction Team which ensured his quick elimination. He later 
succumbed to the injuries. 

Constable Raj Kumar displayed gallantry, raw courage and laid 
down his life in the true tradition of Indian Police.
